G.S.R. S0d(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 87 of the Punjab Re¬ 
organisation Act, 1966 (31 of 1966), the Central Government hereby extends to the Union 
territory of Chandigarh, the Haryana Relief of Agricultural Indebtedness Act, 1975 
(Haryana Act No, 22 of 1975) as in force in the State of Haryana at the date of this 
notification, subject to the following modifications, namely ;— 

Modifications 


1. In section 1,— 

(a) in sub-section (2), for the words “Slate of Haryana", the words “Union terri¬ 

tory of Chandigarh” shall be substituted; 

(b) after sub-section (2), the following sub-section shall be inserted, namely;— 

"(3) It shall come into force on such date as the Administrator may, by noti¬ 
fication in the Chandigarh Gazette, appoint.". 

2. In section 2, clause (a) shall be relettered aa clause (aa) thereof, and before the 
fiause as so relettered the following clause shall be inserted, namely 

“(a) “Administrator” means the Administrator of the Union territory of Chandi¬ 
garh appointed by the President under article 239 of the Constitution;’. 
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3. In section 3, for the words “may, by notification by the State Government, be 
extended from time to time for a period not exceeding two years in the aggregate ', the 
words “may be extended, from time to time for a period not exceeding two years in the 
aggregate by the Administrator, by notification in the Chandigarh Gazette,” shall be 
substituted. 


Annkxure 

The Haryana Relief of Agricultural, Indebtedness Act, 1975 (Haryana Act 22 of 1975) 
as extended to the Union Territory of Chandigarh 

An Act to provide relief from indebtedness to landless labourers^ rural artisans, mar¬ 
ginal farmers and small farmers. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Haryana in the Twenty-sixth Year of 
the Republic of India as follows 

1. Short title and extent. —(1) Tlib Act may be called the Haryana Relief of 
Agricultural Indebtedness Act, 1975. 

(2) It extends to the whole of the Union territory of Chandigarh. 

(3) It shall come into force on such date as the Administrator may, by notification 
in the Chandigarh Gazette, appoint. 

2 . Definitions.* —^In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) " Administrator” means the Administrator of the Union territory of Qiandigarh 

appointed by the President under article 239 of the Constitution; 

(aa) ‘‘bank” means a banking company as defined in section 5 of the Banking 
Regulation, Act, 1949[ (Central Act 10 of 1949), and includes the State Bank 
of India constituted under the State Bank of India Act, 1955 (Parliament 
Ac* 23 of 1955), a subsidiary bank as defined in the State Bank of India 
(Subsidiary Banks) Act, 1959 (Parliament Act 38 of 1959), a corresponding 
new bank as defined in the Banking Companies (Acquisition and Transfer 
of Undertakings) Act, 1970 (Parliament Act 5 of 1970), and the Agricultural 
Refinance Corporation constituted under the Agricultural Refinance Cor¬ 
poration Act, 1963 (Parliament Act 10 of 1963); 

(b) "civil court” includes— 

(i) any court exercising jurisdiction under the Provincial Insolvency Act, 1920 
(Central Act 5 of 1920); 

(li) a Panchayat established under the Punjab Gram Panchayat Act, 1952 (Pun¬ 
jab Act 4 of 1953), while exercising function® of a civil court; 

(iii) a court exercising powers under the Provincial Small Cause Courts Act, 1887 

(Central Act 9 of 1887); 

(c) “co-operative society” means.. a society registered or deemed to be registered 

under the Punjab Co-operative Societies Act, 1961 (Punjab Act 25 of 1961); 

(d) “debt” includes all liabilities owing to a creditor in wsh or kind, secured or 

unsecured, payable under a decree or order of a civil court or otherwise and 
subsisting on the date of commencement of this Act whether due or not 
duo but it does not include— 

(i) a debt due to the Central Government, any state Government, a local autho- 

rity, a co-operative society or a bank; 

(ii) a debt due to any Government company within the meaning of the Companies 

Act, 1956 (Parliament Act 1 of 1956); 

(ill) a debt due to the Life Insurance Corporation of India established under the 

Life Insurance CoriKJration Act, 1956 (Parliament Act 3 of 1956), or 

other corporations established under any law for the time being in force) 

(iv) any rent due in respect of any property let out to a debtor; 

(v) any liability arising out of breach of trust of any tortious liability; 
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(vi) any liability in respect of wages or remuneration duo as salary or otherwise 
for services rendered; 

(vii) any liability in respect of maintenance whether under a decree of civil court 
or otherwise; 

(viii) any debt which represents the price of any goods or property purchased by a 
debtor; 

(be) any advance of money given to the debtor by a person as the price «f goods or 
property to be sold later on; 

(x) any sum recoverable as arrears of land revenue; 

(e) ^‘debtor” means a landless labourer, a marginal farmer, a small farmer or a 

rural artisan, who owes a debt; 

(f) “landless labourer” means a person who docs not own any agricultural land and 

whose principal means of livelihood is manual labour on agricultural land; 

(g) "marginal farmer” means a person who owns agricultural land not exceeding one 

hectare and whose principal means of livelihood is income frorn agricultural 
land or by manual labour on agricultural land or from production or repair 
or traditional tools, implements and other ‘articles or things used for agricul¬ 
ture or purposes ancillary thereto or by practising craft by his own labour or 
by the labour of the members of his family in a rural area; 

Ch) “rural artisan” me'ans a person who docs not own any agricultural land _ and 
whose principal means of livelihood is production or repair of traditional 
tools, implements and other articles or things used for agriculture or purposes 
ancillary thereto and also a person who normally earns his livelihood by 
practising a craft either by his own labour or by the labour of the members 
of his family in a rural area: 

(i) “small fanner” means a person who owns agricultural land exceeding one hectare 
bnt not exceeding two hectares and whose principal means _ of livelihood is 
income from agricultural land or by manual labour on agricultural land ^ or 
from production or repair of traditional tools, implements and other articles 
or things used for agriculture or purposes ancillary thereto or by practising 
craft by his own labour or by the labour of the members of his family m a 
rural area, 

3. Moratorium of certain debts.—Notwithstanding anything contained in any enactment 
for the time being in force or in any contract or ottier instruments having the force of law 
and snva as otherwise provided in this Act every debt advanced before the commencement 
of this Act to a debtor shall stand suspended for a period of one year from the date of the 
commencement of this Act which period m'ay be extended, from time to time, for a period 
not exceeding two years in the aggregate, by th^ Administrator, by notification m the 
Chandigarh Gazette, and— 

(i) any proceeding pending in any civil court for the recovery thereof shall stand 

postponed till the expiry of the aforesaid period, 

(ii) no civil court having iurisdiction shall entertain any suit or_ proceeding for the 

recovery of the debt suspended during the aforesaid period.
